Court Post T0 BE CHANGED 


WASHINGTON, April 24 — In­ 
formed capitol circles believed to­ 
day that President Truman would 
elevate one of the present associ­ 
ate justices of the supreme court 
to eucceed the late Harlan Flake 
Stone as chief justice. 
The President ii free, by law, to 
take 
any course he desires. 
He 
could go outside the present court 
and pick a new chief justice or el­ 
evate one of the present members 
of the bench. He could pick either 
a Democrat or a Republican. He 
could even name a chief Justice 
without 
legal background 
if he 
chose. 
On the basis of nothing but con­ 
jecture pending the President’* re­ 
turn 
from bis Chesapeake 
Bay 
cruise, however, it was generally 
expected that he would: 
1. 
Elevate 
Associate 
Justice 
Stanley F. Reed, Robert H. Jack­ 
son or, possibly, Hugo L. Black 
to become chief Justice. 
2. Pick a new man—either Dem 
ocrat or Republican—for the as 
aociate justiceship thus vacated.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24 - 
A San Francisco house wife was 
recovering today from an opera­ 
tion in which an ovarian tumor 
weighing 97 pounds w»as removed 
successfully. 
Mr*. L. M. Nolan, superintend­ 
ent of the San FYancisco Poly­ 
clinic hospital, said it was the 
largest tumor ever successfully re­ 
moved from a patient. 
The tumor contained nine gal­ 
lons of fluid which accounted for 
72 pounds of the total weight of 
97 pounds, Mrs. Nolan said. 
The patient, a 51-year-old house 
wife who until last week had done 
all hor housework and gardening, 
weighed 280 pounds before the op­ 
eration. Mrs. Nolan withheld the 
name of the patient and the physi­ 
cian who performed the operation.

previously 
recorded 
tumor, Mrs. Nolan said, was one 
weighing 80 pounds which was re­ 
moved from a woman at St. Thom­ 
as hospital, London, in 1895.

Jackson Tells Court Witness 
Threatened: Plotting 
Also Is Charged 


NUERNBERG. April 24 — The 
war crimes trial was thrown Into 
an uproar today by disclosure that 
a witness had been threatened and 
charges 
of plotting 
for mutual 
protection among the defendants 
and their law'yers. 
Justice Robert H. Jackson told 
the court that threats were made 
against Hana Bemd Gisevius, for­ 
mer attache of the Nazi interior 
ministry, while he was waiting to 
testify. 
Gisevius himself testified that 
he overheard Otto Stahmer and 
Rudolf Dix, counsel for Hermann 
Goering and Hjalmar Schacht. dis­ 
cussing the trend of evidence to be 
taken. 
Goering was 
quoted as 
threatening 
retaliation 
against 
Schacht if certain scandals of the 
Nazi regime were brought up. 
Goering was enraged by the te*- 
timony. His bland smiles turned to 
glowering scowls, he flushed pur- 
pie, clenched his fists and gritted 
his teeth. 
Stahm er made It plain that the 
Nazi leaders had plotted among 
themselves to collaborate for their 
mutual 
protection. Goering long 
had been suspected by courtroom 
observers of promoting a scheme 
whereby the Nazis would stick to­ 
gether in their courtroom, tactics. 
Gisevius, who was in the inter­ 
ior ministry under Wilhelm Frick, 
testified regarding a talk between 
Stahmer and Dix in the counsel 
room early this morning.

Taft told the senate that th e ' 
proposed 23,750.000,000 credit for 
Britain Is only part of U. S. policy 
which contemplates lending about 
$20,000,000,000 during the next 
three or four years. 
"That policy can only result in j 
Inflation, boom and depression," 
Taft said. 
Taft’s fellow Republican leader, 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, Mich., 
told the senate Monday that the 
credit 
should 
be 
approved 
In 
America’s own best interests. 
Taft maintained, however, that 
one-third of the proposed loan 
would finance all Britain’s pur­ 
chases from this country for the 
next three years. He declared that 
the balance would be used for "un­ 
derwriting the entire British tm - 
pire,” for returning the British 
army from foreign shores and for 
absorbing Britain's trade deficit 
with the rest of the world. 
As a counter-proposal Taft re­ 
pasted his suggestion that this 
country make Britain tm o utright 
gift of 21,250,000,000 So be spent 
in the United States within three 
years. 
"I think a1! of the lend-lease ob­ 
ligations should be forgiven, and 
I would regard this additional 
grant as merely sn appendix to 
the lend-lease policy,” Taft said.

The house al­ 
ready has passed a nine-month ex­

Schmidt said the government’s 
policy of 
permitting 
wage in- j 
creases while trying to continue 
subsidies and enforcement of price 
controls was "economic myopia ” 
He called for a “coordinated, 
overall decontrol program involv­ 
ing prices, wages, fiscal policy, 
foreign lending and all other fac­ 
tors that bear on our current Im­ 
balance between supply and de­ 
mand.” 
"We do not appear to be pro­ 
gressing toward decontrol under 
the government policies now in 
vogue.” Schmidt said.

Be Less lf Crop Is 
Planted Later 


Several Inquiries relative to the 
delayed planting of field com to 
avoid serious com borer injury 
have been received at the county 
agricultural extension office, ac­ 
cording to Larry A. Best, agent. 
Mr. Best says according to in­ 
formation left in the office by 
F. IC Blair and word Just received 
by T. H. Parks, extension entomol­ 
ogist of Ohio State University, the 
com borer has never done much 
serious 
widespread 
damage 
to 
field com in Pickaway county. 
The major damage experienced 
In past years has been in a few 
fields that were planted early. 
One safeguard against possible 
damage this year will be to delay 
planting until May IO to IS. Ac­ 
cording to com yield tests con­ 
ducted. this is about the ideal 
planting date for maximum com 
yields which make two good rea­ 
sons for planting com at the sug­ 
gested date. 
Com planted in late May and 
early June usually suffers a de­ 
creased yield and in some cases 
has become rather heavily infested 
with second generation com borer. 
As a result it has been learned 
that late planting is also unwise.

Re/essed by Central Presa Anociation 
ANTS MAY BE friendly little 
creatures in some respects, never­ 
theless they are enemies of a 
good iawn lf they happen to in­ 
fest tt in colonies. 
Tbs galleries which they form 
bt the soil disturb grass roots 
and the earthen mounds, or hills, 
which they build cover low grow­ 
ing plants and grasses. 
Some species of ants carry 
away germinating seeds and still 
others are Indirectly injurious be­ 
cause they protect certain plant 
pests such ss bugs and insects.

FEVER is the body’s great bat­ 
tle chart. First, by its very pres­ 
ence, it tells the doctor that a fight 
against an invader is under way 
and, by its later ups and downs, 
shows him how that struggle is 
progressing. 
Ordinarily, of course, fever is 
not the sole sign of disease. The 
enemy will betray his presence and 
identity in many other ways, but 
sometimes he works so secretly 
that fever gives the first and only 
signal that help is needed. 
Diagnosis Hard 
In these cases, the doctor** job 
is likely to be difficult He know* 
that the battle is joined but is un­ 
able to identify the masked and 
hidden foe and until he dose, he 
can do little to aid. 
One of thew conditions is what 
is known as postnasal infection. 
This is an infection in the back 
part of the nose. However, a care­ 
ful examination of the sinuses, 
including th# use of X-ray and 
what is known as transillununa- 
tion may help show when th* diffi­ 
culty is located in these area*. 
Transillumination if carried out 
by putting the patient in a dark^ 
room and shining a light through 
the sinuses, If there is infection in 
the sinuses, the presence of aa- 
cretans or thickening of the mem­ 
branes will keep the light iron 
passing through.

One 
of these is an agglutination test 
in which it is determined whether 
or not the patient’s serum will 
cause the germs known as the 
Brucella, which cause this disease 
to collect in dumps. A skin test 
may also be carried out by inject­ 
ing killed germs into the skin and 
noting whether a reaction occurs 
in Die form of redness.
